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10 due in 
court over

TEN young men from the 
Welshpool area have been 
charged with violent disor¬ 
der after a lengthy police 
investigation into a serious 
disturbance at a house party. 

West Mercia Police made a 
series of arrests following 
the disorder in Maesbrook 
on December 14 last year. 

Officers have continued to 
investigate and have now 
charged 10 men with violent 
disorder. They are aged 
between 18 and 22. 

The men have all been 
given bail to appear before 
Shrewsbury magistrates. 

They are due to appear at 
court hearings today 
(Thursday) and on August 8. 

One of the men is also 
charged with possession of 
an offensive weapon and 
dangerous driving. 

About 50 people were 
invited to the party but trou¬ 
ble broke out when a group 
of uninvited people arrived 
between 10pm and 10.30pm. 

At least 10 people were 
assaulted suffering various 
injuries, some requiring hos¬ 
pital treatment. 

Damage to the house and 
to several cars ran into thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service sent three 
ambulances and a rapid 
response car to the scene 
after reports of disorder. 

In addition to the patients 
taken to hospital by ambu¬ 
lance, two were treated at 
the scene and another was 
taken to hospital by a friend.

MIRACLE OP FOR 
BRAVE BETHAN 


A SIX-year-old cancer sufferer from Mid Wales had her arm and 
shoulder removed and rushed across a city to another hospital where 
it was treated and then re-attached to her body. 

Bethan Evans, from Llangadfan, near Welshpool, was diagnosed with Ewings Sarcoma, 
a form of bone cancer, on her left arm in February last year and underwent an eight-hour 
operation at the Royal Orthopaedic Hospital, Birmingham. 

Surgeons removed her left arm and shoulder before taking it by ambulance across the 
city to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital to be irradiated to kill off any cancerous cells. 

The arm and shoulder were then painstakingly reattached to Bethan’s tiny body and 
she is now making an incredible recovery. 

Due to the treatment and operation, Bethan has no feeling in her humerus bone but 
can still move her arm, hand and fingers. Her mother Lynne Evans said Bethan has frac¬ 
tured the humerus bone twice without 
noticing. 

She said the next big step for Bethan 
comes at the age of nine when she returns 
to hospital to have a platinum bone coated 
in silver inserted. Mrs Hughes said: “Due to 
the treatment, her arm bone is not strong 
enough and that’s why she needs the plat¬ 
inum bone. As she grows, the doctors will be 
able to extend the bone every so often with 
a magnet from outside her body.” 

Bethan will have routine follow-up scans 
at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital every 
three months until she is 18, but her par¬ 
ents feel that’s a small price to pay for hav¬ 
ing their daughter alive and well. 

To mark her treatment and recovery, 
family members and friends are planning a 
marathon bike ride to raise money for two 
cancer charities. 

Support 

Bethan’s father, Arwel will set off with 22 
supporters from Holyhead on September 4 
and cycle 220 miles, arriving in Cardiff two 
days later to raise money for the Kids Can¬ 
cer Charity, formerly The Christian Lewis 
Trust and Breast Cancer Campaign. They 
hope to raise more than £4,000 to support 
the charities. Mrs Hughes adds: “The sur¬ 
geons are the best in the world and the staff 
in the hospitals are all wonderful. 

“We as a family want to raise awareness 
of their brilliant work and give something 
back to all the wonderful people and chari¬ 
ties that have helped us and others in our 
community over the past 18 months. 

“We have chosen the Kids Cancer Charity 
as this non-government funded charity has 
already paid for us as a family to enjoy the 
magic of Disneyland Paris and arranged for 
us to spend another wonderful holiday in 
their caravan in Aberystwyth. 

“We have also chosen to support the 
Breast Cancer Campaign.”

work. The firm is still to 
announce which parts of the 
line will be carried overhead 
on pylons and which parts 
will be buried underground.

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Moves to 
cut time 
spent in 
hospital 

FURTHER work will be car¬ 
ried out at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital to 
ensure more patients are 
discharged within a few days 
of major surgery, bosses 
have been told. 

Nearly half of hip patients 
already leave within three 
days of surgery, but work is 
being done to get more 
patients up and out, direc¬ 
tors have been told. 

Clinical director Sudheer 
Karlakki said patient care 
would not be compromised 
but said research was being 
done into ways to get 
patients home more quickly. 

He added work was con¬ 
tinuing to optimise bed 
space, use improved surgical 
and dressing techniques and 
to use minimal invasive sur¬ 
gery, keeping wounds to a 
minimum. 

He said: “This will help 
patients to get up to walk 
about better. It is about 
sending patients home 
safely and more quickly. 

“We have managed to get 
our length of stay down but 
still have a proportion of 
patients staying longer.” 

Mr Karlakki said recent 
research found that 42 per 
cent of hip patients were dis¬ 
charged within three days of 
surgery. He added more 
would be done to look at why 
patients were waiting for 10 
or 12 days before discharge.

COUNCILLORS in Llan- 
fyllin are fighting controver¬ 
sial plans to close the town’s 
sports centre on a Saturday. 

The Saturday closure of 
Llanfyllin sports centre has 
been announced by Powys 
County Council bosses as 
part of a wide ranging pro¬ 
gramme of efficiency savings. 

Llanfyllin town councillors 
criticised the closure plans, 
which will come into effect in 
March, at their monthly 
meeting last week and 
announced a special sub¬ 
committee will be set up to 
look at the issue. 

Councillors said they were 
worried how the Saturday 
closure, which will save 
about £4,000 a year, would 
affect a pensioners’ group 
who use the centre’s pool 
every Saturday as well as 
what impact it would have on 
youngsters who use the cen¬ 
tre to get changed ahead of 
football training sessions. 

The sub-committee will 
include Llanfyllin’s county 
councillor Peter Lewis. 

Councillor Lewis said: “It 
is not just the youngsters 
who will be affected when 
the centre closes on a Satur¬ 
day, it is the older population 
as well. Older people use the 
centre for swimming on a 
Saturday because it is qui¬ 
eter. I believe Llanfyllin is 
outperforming other centres 
in its use so we will try to get 
some figures and see what 
we can do.”

Project to get bells back on song

A PROJECT to get 300- 
year-old bells at a church 
back on song is set to start 
later this year after thou¬ 
sands of pounds were 
donated to the scheme. 

Bell ringers at St Mary’s 
Church in Ellesmere have 
now collected almost all of 
the £90,000 for the refur¬ 
bishment of the eight bells, 
thanks to a £40,800 grant 
from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF). 

Repairs are needed on 
both the mechanics and the 
bells themselves, which have 
not been refurbished for 100 
years. 

Peter Leigh, spokesman 
for the bell ringers, said: 
“The total cost of the project 
is about £90,000 and the 
Heritage Lottery Fund has 
made a substantial grant 
towards our costs. 

“The money is all covered 
now, we are still chasing 
some and have some chari¬ 
ties to go to but the work 
will start on December 9 and 
will take about four months 
to complete. 

“We’ll now start the 
preparation work of pulling 
up floor boards to get the 
bells out.”

Free parking on double yellow lines - it’s madness 


THERE’S a lot of truth in the saying that 
“the lunatics are running the asylum” - and 
it looks like some of them are in very senior 
positions in Government. 

You might like to consider whether com¬ 
munities secretary Eric Pickles falls into 
that bracket as he proposes letting people 
park on double yellow lines. 

Mr Pickles agrees with the High Street 
guru Mary Portas that fear of hefty parking 
fines is “killing High Streets” and encour¬ 
aging people to go online or shop at out of 
town centres. But his double yellow lines 
proposals are absolute madness. 

Under the scheme motorists could be 
allowed to park free of charge on double yel¬ 
low lines for up to 15 minutes with a “grace 
period” to pick up goods from shops. 

Currently parking and waiting on double 
yellow lines is prohibited - unless stated - 
for all vehicles except for those making com¬ 
mercial deliveries and pick-ups, blue badge 
holders and the emergency services. 



Giving a 15-minute amnesty would be 
impossible to police and without doubt 
would be abused and that’s before you con¬ 
sider the absolute mayhem such a move 
would produce in some towns - Welshpool 
and Oswestry for instance. 

Mr Pickles is to be congratulated for, at 
least, recognising the problems facing town 
centre businesses but his proposal is so 
flawed that already he faces mounting oppo¬ 
sition from all sorts of quarters. 

Surely the simple solution is to reduce 
parking charges, which was one of the main 


recommendations of a 2011 review into the 
future of the High Street led by the TV 
retail expert Mary Portas. 

I don’t remember her mentioning park¬ 
ing on double yellows. 

Imagine the scene at the Church Street 
junction in Welshpool, which is already a 
nightmare to negotiate since going one-way, 
when people are allowed to park for 15 min¬ 
utes. 

Double yellow lines keep traffic moving 
and people safe. There are far better ways 
to attract people to High Streets. 

A 15-minute window for parking will be 
impossible to monitor, we simply don’t have 
enough police on the beat or traffic wardens 
on the planet.

OUR National Health Service is a sitting 
target for the critics but a story this week 
emphasises just how great the service can 
really be. 

Today’s front page lead story about how 


the Queen Elizabeth and Royal Orthopaedic 
Hospitals in Birmingham combined to per¬ 
form life-saving procedures on a six year old 
from Llangadfan in Mid Wales is one of the 
most remarkable I have ever seen. 

The child’s arm and shoulder were 
removed at one hospital, transported to the 
other for radiation treatment and then 
returned and reattached to Bethan Evans’ 
tiny body. 

I know from first hand experience what 
brilliant work is carried out at the Queen 
Elizabeth, when doctors saved the life of my 
son. 

It’s easy to criticise and now that people 
have clearer routes to the complaints desk 
more and more are willing to point to the 
failings of the service. 

But we really do need to celebrate our 
National Health Service a bit more. Cases 
like Bethan Evans emphasise just how lucky 
we are to live in a country with such an 
advanced medical system. 


Spate of crimes leads police to 
issue Farmwatch scheme plea

A RECENT spate of crimes in the 
rural areas of North Powys bor¬ 
dering Shropshire and North 
Wales has led to police issuing a 
reminder to farmers to think 
about setting up Farmwatch 
schemes. 

In recent weeks, farms and isolated prop¬ 
erties around Llanfyllin, Meifod, 
Llanymynech and Four Crosses have suf¬ 
fered thefts and burglaries from outbuild¬ 
ings. 

Padlocks have been broken off possibly 
with an axe or heavy hammer. Items stolen 
include scrap metals, batteries and power 
tools like chainsaws and hedge trimmers. 

These thefts have frequently occurred 
between Monday and Wednesday and at 
times when properties may be vulnerable 
with farmers away at market. 

“We believe that the offenders may visit 
the area pretending to want to buy scrap 
metal but they will take advantage when 
they find vulnerable or unoccupied prem¬ 
ises,” said Inspector Jon Tatton, of Dyfed 
Powys Police. 

“And these are exactly the kind of crimes 
which Farmwatch schemes are set up to try 
and prevent. I ask residents in rural areas 
to record any identifying features and serial 
numbers of items of value and keep them as 
secure as possible. 

“They should also be vigilant and take 
index numbers of any suspicious vehicles. 
Please don’t hesitate to contact us with the 
last sighting of these vehicles and their 
direction of travel. Hopefully by working 
together in this way we can prevent these 
rural crimes from happening.” 

“In the meantime, farmers and residents 
living in rural areas can help us develop a 
rural policing strategy by completing a short 
questionnaire at www.dyfed-powys.pol 
ice.uk/en/have-your-say 

The calls follows local police linking up 


with colleagues at NFU Cymru earlier this 
year to warn farmers of any crime in their 
areas and to offer crime prevention advice. 

The new scheme comes under the 
Farmwatch banner and sees short messages 
being sent out to NFU Cymru who will then 
forward those messages on to the farmers 
who live in affected areas and who need to 
know the information. 

“It’s all about being dynamic with the 
way we communicate information on crimes 
which are happening in our rural and out¬ 
lying areas,” said Sergeant Jon Rees. 
“There may be a situation where we are get¬ 


ting calls of metal thefts in a rural area and 
we want to alert farmers to be on the look¬ 
out. 

“Forewarning them in this way will not 
only help us in having extra eyes and ears 
looking out for the culprits, but also help 
the farmers to protect their property. 

“We’re not looking to scare people by 
doing this. Rather it’s a form of empower¬ 
ment. We’ll also be sending brief messages 
offering crime prevention advice where 
appropriate. Hopefully, it will attract a lot 
of interest with farmers.” 

Welshpool NFU Cymru Group Secretary, 


Steve Kenyon said: “The uptake has been 
fantastic. 

“It provides an early warning mechanism 
for our members and offers locS, specialised 
information relevant to the Welshpool area. 
Information is passed on from Dyfed Powys 
Police to myself and from there a text is 
swiftly sent to all members who wish to be 
kept informed of incidents in their area.

CAN MY LANDLORD JUST EVICT ME WHEN MY BUSINESS LEASE EXPIRES? 

Q: The lease on my business premises is nearing expiry. I have asked the landlord about extending it but he is being evasive and I am concerned he might just evict me on the 
expiry date. Can he do that? 

A: Do you have security of tenure under S26-30 of the Landlord and Tenant Act 1954 (‘LTA54’) in your lease? This is the Statutory protection given to a tenant to minimise the 
Landlord’s options to evict them when the lease term ends. 

If your business lease has not been contracted out of the LTA54, the Landlord must serve at least 6 months’ notice on you (in a form prescribed by the Act) and give groundsfor 
opposing a lease renewal, e.g. redevelopment, own use, tenant failing to observe covenants etc. LTA54 limits the grounds on which a Landlord may refuse to renew abusiness lease. 
Generally, without security of tenure, the Landlord must still serve notice to quit. However, depending on the terms of your lease, the notice period may be less than six months and 
without requirement to indicate whether or not the Landlord is prepared to grant/negotiate a new lease. You would need to be prepared to vacate the premises at the end of your 
fixed contractual term. 

If you want to stay in occupation, you should try to agree terms with your Landlord immediately, either by signing a new lease or an agreement to lease. 

If you have security of tenure and the Landlord is unwilling to agree terms for a new lease, you may apply to the court for a new Lease by serving upon the Landlord a Section 26 
Request for a New Tenancy. If the Landlord still refuses to grant a new lease the court will fix the terms of the new lease.. 

Due to strict time limits for serving a request for a new lease it is vital that you seek legal advice about the process BEFORE your present 
lease expires.

OVER the past three weeks my family 
and I have spent many hours by a bed 
in a Shropshire hospital comforting an 
elderly parent. 

While sitting for hours on end I 
watched the daily life of a hospital 
ward and the comings and goings of 
staff carrying out their duties, clean¬ 
ers, meal trollies, newspapers and var¬ 
ious other essential services. 

In an attempt to keep the wards 
reasonably germ free there are numer¬ 
ous hand gel dispensers for use by vis¬ 


itors, which is a good idea, as long as 
they are used. One very essential duty 
we watched every day was the nurse 
with a trolley that monitors blood pres¬ 
sure, temperature and heart rate. 

This entails a clip which fits on a fin¬ 
ger, a band which is wrapped around a 
bare arm and a probe which is applied 
to the patient’s forehead. 

This trolley goes from bed to bed 
checking every patient’s vital signs. I 
don’t know how many beds this trolley 
visits, but there were six beds in this 


ward and many others on that floor. 

I never saw any cleaning of the 
instruments I previously mentioned 
between beds, so any germs, viruses or 
infections, could so easily be spread 
from one patient to the next. 

This is in no way criticism of the 
care in the wards, it is just an observa¬ 
tion - maybe these instruments were 
sterilised out of view, and one can only 
hope they were.

Why won't they put 
CCTV in abattoirs? 

SINCE Animal Aid first began exposing widespread and 
commonplace cruelty inside UK slaughterhouses four years 
ago, we have campaigned for mandatory CCTV to be 
installed in abattoirs. 

The supermarkets listened and acted quickly but the gov¬ 
ernment continues to lag behind. No fewer than 118 MPs 
have signed a statement in support of this campaign; more 
than 1,000 vets signed a petition in support of compulsory 
cameras, with TV vets Emma Milne and Peter Wedderburn 
also lending their support. 

In polls the public agreed overwhelmingly with manda¬ 
tory cameras; respondents to the government’s own con¬ 
sultation want CCTV; and yet the government still says no. 

Without Animal Aid’s cameras in place, no-one would 
ever have known the extent of the brutality inside UK 
slaughterhouses.

Warning as cat loses a leg 
after getting caught in trap

A CAT had to have a leg amputated 
after getting it caught in a trap. 

Staff at Oakwood Veterinary Centre at Bab- 
binswood, near Whittington, have launched an 
appeal to find the owner of the cat - and also voiced 
their concerns about the use of traps. 

They say the badly injured female cat, found in 
Oswestry, would have endured an agonising death 
if a villager had not brought the animal in for emer¬ 
gency treatment. 

Vets at the surgery had no choice but to amputate 
the cat’s left front leg after it got caught in the trap, 
which staff say was possibly put down to catch rats. 

The black cat was brought into the surgery last 
Thursday. 

Staff member Helen Jones said: “A lady who lives 
near the surgery noticed this little cat which she did 
not recognise. 

Dreadful 

“The cat then turned around and the lady noticed 
the cat’s leg was caught in a trap, similar to a rat 
trap. She brought the cat in for us to have a look. 

“Maggots were running all the way up the leg, it 
was in a dreadful mess and the only thing we could 
do to save the cat was to amputate. 

“If the cat had not been brought to us and we 
were not able to treat her it would have been an 
awful death because the injuries these traps can 
cause are terrible. 

“The consequences for animals if they get caught 
in traps can be devastating. The cat did have a col¬ 
lar but was not microchipped. 

“She is not particularly old but she may have 
been a stray for some time. It is difficult to say how 
long she may have been missing. 

“We would like the owner to come forward so 
they can be reunited. 

“The owner would know the colour of the collar 
so they can prove the cat is their’s,” she added.

“She is a lovely little thing and very friendly but 
she was in a terrible mess when she came in. 

“It was a dreadful open wound caused by the 
trap. 

“Flies soon go to a wound in this warm weather 
and it does not take long for maggots to infest the 
damaged limb. Cats do well even on three legs and 
we are hoping she will be on the mend soon after 
suffering this terrible injury. 

“We have made inquiries locally but nobody 
seems to be missing a cat, but we would love to 
reunite her with her owner,” she added. 

The incident is the second time in a month that 
a cat in Shropshire required emergency treatment 
after getting caught in a trap. 

Earlier this month a pet cat called Gizmo had to 
have a leg amputated after getting it trapped. 

His owners Hilda and John Bromley said they 
though Gizmo was caught in a farmer’s rabbit trap 
in a field in Tilley, near Wem. 

Olivia Halligan, a veterinary surgeon at Barclay - 
Moore Partnership in Wem, performed the opera¬ 
tion to remove Gizmo’s back leg. 

She said it was one of the worst injuries she has 
seen in 12 years as a vet.

Crime in 
region 
reduced 
by lOpc 

CRIME in Mid Wales has 
fallen by almost 10 per cent 
and anti-social behaviour 
eight per cent in the last 
year, new figures have 
shown. 

Dyfed Powys Police said it 
has seen a 9.4 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in crime, meaning the 
force area remains “by far” 
the safest in England and 
Wales. 

Carl Langley, assistant 
chief constable, said car 
crime was down by 17.8 per 
cent and more than half of all 
crimes reported were solved. 
He said that a record of his¬ 
torically low levels of crime 
are a reflection on the “excel¬ 
lent relationships” that exist 
between neighbourhood 
policing teams and communi¬ 
ties. 

He said: “These figures 
represent great news because 
they mean that there were 
1,925 fewer victims of crime 
than in the previous year and 
this area remains by far and 
away the safest to live in, 
work or visit throughout 
England and Wales. 

“When you add to this the 
fact that more than half of all 
the crimes reported to us 
were detected (55.2 per 
cent - up 5.1 per cent), it is 
fairly obvious why criminals 
should think twice about 
committing crime in Mid and 
West Wales. What is more 
important though, is that we 
continue doing the right 
thing for the public we 
serve.”

Tyler rolls up to put horse 
power into bracken bashing 


ONE of Britain’s most endangered butterflies has been 
given a helping hand near Oswestry by one of nature’s 
gentle giants. 

Twelve-year-old working horse Tyler spent a day “bracken bashing” on 
a meadow near Oswestry to give the violets that grow underneath the 
bracken the chance to flourish. 

Common dog violet leaves are the favourite food of the caterpillars of 
pretty, pearl-bordered fritillaries - which are found on only three sites 


across Shropshire. 

Shropshire Wildlife Trust is hop¬ 
ing that providing a plentiful supply 
of dog violets on meadows at Nant- 
mawr could help increase the num¬ 
bers of butterflies. 

Barbara Haddrill from Carnog 
Working Horses, based in Llan- 
rhaeadr-ym-Mochnant, travelled to 
the fields with her heavy horse 
Tyler on Thursday. 

The fields lie next to Jones’ 
Rough in the Oswestry hills, one of 
seven nature reserves owned by the 
Wildlife Trust in the area. 

Dense bracken is engulfing the 
habitat of the pearl-bordered fritil¬ 
lary, in the area. 

Barbara and Tyler spent several 
hours dragging a “bracken basher”, 
a traditional horse drawn imple¬ 
ment, across the six foot high vege¬ 
tation on the meadows. 

Sarah Gibson from Shropshire 
Wildlife Trust, said: “This is an 
excellent area for wildflowers and 
control of the bracken will allow 
these plants to spread. 

“Violets grow well under light 
bracken, which mimics woodland 
by giving a dappled canopy, until it 
grows too dense, when the violets 
are shaded out.” 

Barbara said: “Working horses

were a common sight in this area in 
the not too distant past, especially 
working on the steep wooded slopes 
and fields where man-made 
machines still struggle to reach. 

“With advances in modern day 
horse-drawn machinery and the 
increasing cost of fossil fuels and a 
greater concern for the environ¬ 
ment, horsepower is again a popu¬ 
lar and economic method. 

Sensitive 

“We use horse logging and 
bracken and bramble control to 
manage woodland, forests and agri¬ 
cultural areas. 

“At the heart of Carnog Working 
Horses is the desire to manage the 
land in a sensitive ecological man¬ 
ner. 

“Maintaining rural skills and 
heritage is also important to us, as 
well as wanting to live and work in 
a beautiful rural area.” 

A row of silver pearls along the 
edge of its hindwing and two in the 
middle give the butterfly its name. 

They live in colonies, in woods 
with sunny glades and open rides, 
seldom flying much more than half 
a mile in their lifetime.

Families from throughout the area pitched up deck chairs and picnics below the famous 
monument’s arches to enjoy the light and firework show. 

During the evening a host of local bands performed to entertain the hundreds of visi¬ 
tors. 

Top of the bill was young cover band The Big Beat while local born vocalist and West 
End star Annie Hughes sang a range of musical showtunes. 

Younger visitors enjoyed funfair rides while a variety of food and drink stalls were avail¬ 
able to keep people of all ages fed and watered. The occasion had been organised to cele¬ 
brate the aqueduct, and 11 miles of 
the Llangollen Canal which is car¬ 
ried over it, being awarded World 
Heritage Site status in 2009.

Warning 
to tenant 
farmers on 
GM crops 

AN Oswestry land agent has 
warned tenant farmers to 
check their tenancy agree¬ 
ments before considering 
GM crops on their land. 

The warning comes from 
tenancy specialist Philip 
Meade of Davis Meade Prop¬ 
erty Consultants in the light 
of the recent backing by 
environment minister Owen 
Paterson for genetically 
modified crops. 

Mr Meade, who is based in 
Oswestry, said: “For a num¬ 
ber of years I have been con¬ 
cerned about these clauses 
and I have been urging 
clients to be wary of them. 

“GM methods may 
become mainstream in the 
future as the pressure comes 
on the industry to feed a 
growing world population 
and tenants should be per¬ 
mitted to grow crops that 
will enable them to compete 
in a world market. 

“When acting for tenants 
faced with such a clause I 
usually suggest that the ten¬ 
ancy should be changed to 
say that if GMO crops 
become generally acceptable 
in the UK then that clause 
can be relaxed. 

“The worry for tenants is 
that GMOs could cause a 
two tier farming regime - 
those that grow GM crops 
and those that don’t. 

“And some landlords may 
continue to ban them on 
their land whatever the 
national feeling.”

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New speed 
limit for 
accident 
blackspot 

A SPEED reduction at a 
notorious accident blackspot 
is set to be introduced early 
next year, parish councillors 
have been told. 

The reduction in the 
speed limit from 60mph to 
40mph will be imposed in 
January at the A483 Llyn- 
clys crossroads near 
Oswestry, as long as there 
are no objections lodged 
with highways bosses. 

The safety measure was 
welcomed by members of 
Llanymynech and Pant 
Parish Council at a meeting 
last Thursday. 

Shropshire County Coun¬ 
cillor Arthur Walpole and 
the parish council chairman 
Councillor Dilys Gaskill told 
the meeting they had met 
Highways Agency bosses 
yesterday to talk about vari¬ 
ous concerns along the A483 
trunk route. 

Councillor Walpole said 
one positive step was the 
move to cut the speed at 
Llynclys. He said: “It has 
been agreed by all parties so 
long as there are not objec¬ 
tions.

Young Ox peckers take risks 
on their moving bird table 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with Ben Waddams 



TO speak of nesting birds and fledglings in 
August seems slightly absurd. 

However there is one prolific breeder that, if given a chance, 
will happily lay eggs through to autumn - the house sparrow. 
House sparrows have seen a large decline in population which 
at first seems puzzling, considering their name’s sake ‘houses’ 
have increased rapidly. 

However house sparrows can only use houses as nest sites 
if they provide ample holes and cavities in which to build a 
nest. Seeing as new builds don’t have this and if discovered, 
people tend to block up such enticing entrances, then we start 
to see why the sparrows may suffer. 

Reduction in the availability of favoured food, either for 
adults or chicks or both as well as increased levels of pollution 
also play their part and of course there is the omnipresent 
threat from cats. 

Differences 


However here in Shropshire, we seem to be doing above 
average with our house sparrows. The declines have taken 
place mostly in the East and South East and this county still 
remains a relatively good area for them in the UK. 

Recently I’ve been watching rather a lot of bird activity 
from two different species, although despite the differences 
between them, they exhibit similar behavioural traits; namely 
laziness! The latest brood of my house sparrows seem inca¬ 
pable of feeding themselves. 

They will follow their parents all over the garden, hopping 
from one area to the other (although only occasionally using 
their wings) and even trail them onto the bird table itself, 
thick with seed and grain. Yet when they get there, they will 
twitter and tweet and shake their wings demanding food from 
their parents. No matter that they are being fed the very food 
that lies at their own feet! 

In truth, most youngsters of any species do this and sooner 
or later they take the hint and get on with things themselves.

However House Sparrows seem to know no bounds in 
demanding that their parents do all the work and I love 
watching their antics, especially as they do it about a meter 
from my back door. 

But there is another bird with vociferous and discourteous 
young that I wouldn’t wish to have by my back door step. Not 
because of the birds themselves but because of their choice of 
bird table. Red-billed Ox peckers are rather striking as adults 
for their namesake; the bright red and yellow bill. However 
they are part of a symbiotic relationship with Africa’s largest 
game animals, usually Cape Buffalo. 

Buffalo are one of my ‘must-see’ safari animals. They are 
large, arrogant, often grumpy and require a huge amount of 
respect - even more so considering they are in many ways, 
simply a big cow. They attract a lot of ticks and biting flies 


and these in turn attract the ox peckers. I’ve watched as these 
fearless birds probe the buffalo’s neck lines, ears, eyes and 
even nostrils in search of tasty morsels. 

But on a recent trip to the East African national parks, I 
saw that same idle pestering from the chicks of the ox peckers. 

Lined up not on a bird table, but on a buffalo’s head, the 
rather dull, brown chicks were eager to accept anything the 
adult birds could find from the very hair and skin upon which 
their chicks sat. This bird table however, moved. With one toss 
of the massive head, the chicks scattered, only to come to rest 
a few feet down the spine and begin their tweeting all over 
again.

Help for 
elderly 
against 
raiders 

RESIDENTS in sheltered 
housing schemes in 
Ellesmere have been given 
the chance to protect their 
property following a rise in 
thefts. 

The Meres and Mosses 
Housing Association, part of 
Shropshire Housing Group, 
has provided SmartWater 
marking kits to tenants in 
all of its sheltered residen¬ 
tial sites in the town. 

The move comes after the 
tenant group TARCA recom¬ 
mended that forensic mark¬ 
ing was introduced following 
two incidents in Market 
Drayton where elderly ladies 
were robbed of savings ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Bosses said it followed “a 
handful of thefts at some of 
the sites”. 

Resident involvement offi¬ 
cer Sheila Standley said: 
“When someone’s property 
is marked with SmartWater 
it allows the police to prove 
who it belongs to if it’s taken 
and recovered. 

“This provides a huge 
deterrent to thieves because 
they know that they stand a 
much higher chance of being 
caught and convicted when 
SmartWater is in use. 

“Marking property with 
SmartWater puts a unique 
forensic code on each item 
which only shows up under 
ultraviolet light and which is 
basically impossible to 
remove.

Renault seeking to Captur 
share of compact car class 



Drive time 

with Graham Breeze 


RENAULT has been working hard to 
boost its reputation as a pioneer in 
the field of designing versatile, 
affordable compact cars. 

They’ve not always been successful but are 
banking heavily on the new Captur making a 
mark in the emerging B-segent Crossover mar¬ 
ket - though the competition is tough. 

In Europe, crossovers account for eight per 
cent of the small-car B-segment which is domi¬ 
nated by conventional hatchbacks. 

The Captur will have to compete head on with 
Peugeot 2008, Ford Ecosport, Fiat 500X, Vaux- 
hall Mokka and Chevrolet Trax so the suits at 
Renault, who have had such a hard time in 
recent years, know life isn’t going to be easy. 

Renault know how important this model is 
and have set prices well in providing a funky 
looking model with a high seating position, good 
rear seat options and an all-turbo engine selec¬ 
tion from 0.9petrol to 1.5diesel. 

Based on the Clio the The Captur is good 
value and undercuts many of its rivals in pur¬ 
chase price and I suspect the 1.5diesel is set to 
be the best option. 

Renault is convinced the Captur will become 
its second best-selling model in the UK after the 
Clio. It offers a higher seating position, a more 
spacious and versatile cabin and a dynamic, 
car-like driving experience and unlike Juke offers 
no off-road credentials. 


Mini, Fiat and Citroen have all cashed in on 
the trend of buyer personalisation and Renault 
has now followed Peugeot in offering this extra 
in optional roof colour and graphics. 

There’s a bright cabin with clearly marked 
controls and while you don’t get many added 
luxuries you get what you pay for and the Captur 
compares favourably in the sector. 

You get six airbags, anti-whiplash head 
restraints, ESP, emergency brake assist and hill 
start assist as standard across the range and 
while it is yet to be tested by Euro NCAP the Clio 
on which it is based picked up a five star rating. 

Entry-level Expression cars get 16-inch alloys, 
cruise control and electric windows all round, 


while Expression-i- adds front fog lights, keyless 
entry and go, automatic lights and wipers and 
climate control. 

An upgrade to the Dynamique Media Nav 
gets you removable seat covers, a seven-inch 
colour touch-screen, sat-nav, Bluetooth and a 
USB socket. 

Dynamique S Media Nav adds rear parking 
sensors, heated front seats, 17-inch alloys and 
the contrast roof is an option of choice. 

There are nine body colours to choose from, 
three themes Arizona, Miami and Manhattan 
that group colour and trim sets around orange, 
blue and silver/black and different combinations 
of roof and wheel colours and interior highlights. 


There are two petrol engines and one diesel, 
all of which are turbo-charged. The base petrol 
engine is a 90bhp 900cc unit offering 56mpg 
and emissions of 115g/km. 

The larger 1.2-litre petrol powerplant pro¬ 
duces 120bhp while boasting 52mpg and emis¬ 
sions of 125g/km. The latter is available only 
with a six-speed twin-clutch semi-automatic 
gearbox. 

The manual 1.5-litre turbo-diesel produces 
90bhp and returns an excellent 76.4mpg and 
95g/km emissions. 

There’s an awful lot at stake for Renault as 
they look for a big slice in B-segment but the 
Captur looks the part.

Triumph’s Tiger burning 
bright in adventure class 



Born to run - the Tiger 800 


Motorcycles are fast: for under 
£10,000 you can own a road-legal 
bike which wll out accelerate any 
supercar costing ten times as much. 

And if you watch TV reports from the Isle 
of Man, you will know that even the camera 
crew’s helicopter can’t keep up with the TT 
front runners over the mountain course. 

But what does this mean for we ordinary mor¬ 
tals who, if we used such performance potential 
on the public roads, would very soon be banned 
or buried? 

In the real world, rapid acceleration is only 
part of the bike’s key to cutting journey times 
down to size. It’s also about agility - being able 
to filter past lines of crawling traffic, or to be first 
away at the lights. 

I was starkly reminded of this when I accom¬ 
panied a colleague to Triumph’s factory at 
Hinckley, Leicestershire, to pick up a test bike, 
the latest Tiger 800. 

I drove back in a one litre hatchback, which it 
has to be said, gave limited scope for overtaking 
on a busy A-road. 

My colleague took the bike - and was home 
a full 40 minutes before me! 

According to an internet routing service, the 
distance was 51 miles and the estimated time 
one hour five minutes, although that very clearly 
doesn’t take account of Friday afternoon traffic 
on the A5. 

But since both car and bike faced the same 
conditions and restrictions it does illustrate how 
much time you can save on two wheels, either

when commuting or enjoying a trip to the sea¬ 
side. 

The Tiger is classed as an adventure or 
enduro type, designed for long journeys both on 
and off road, but its character makes it a con¬ 
summate all-rounder. 

Its three cylinder engine (a bigger capacity 
version of the 675 Street Triple’s power unit) is 
torquey but tractable, with a slick and snatch- 
free six-speed gearbox, non-aggressive throttle 
and easy clutch. 

The engine capacity was increased by length¬ 
ening the stroe, and while it’s in a lower state of 
tune than the Street Triple it still turns out a use¬ 
ful 94bhp with the torque spread over a wide rev 


range. An average of around 50mpg wouldn’t 
be expecting too much. Just two fingers on the 
brake lever gives you convincing stopping 
power, too. 

At 21 Okg the Tiger is light, and well balanced 
so you can trickle along, feet up, with confi¬ 
dence when negotiating obstacles and traffic. 

As an adventure machine, ground clearance 
is high and therefore so is the seating position. 
Seat height is adjustable between 810 and 
830mm, and you can knock another 20mm off 
with an optional accessory saddle. 

The riding position is upright for maximum 
comfort on a longer trip while also affording the 
best view ahead. 

Behind the seat is a useful luggage rack, 
which doubes as a passenger grab rail, and nat¬ 
urally there is a full range of luggage on the 
options list. 

Many of these attributes are essential to an 
endure machine because you might well be rid¬ 
ing on slippery surfaces such as mud or wet 
grass. But they also work to make the bike eas¬ 
ier, more comfortable to ride on the road, too, 
and especially if it’s wet. 

The same can be said of the long-travel sus¬ 
pension: Designed to cope with dirt tracks, it 
saves the rider from having his or her spine rat¬ 
tled on British B-roads, too. 

At £7,499 for the standard Tiger (ABS - 
always worth it for me - is a £600 option) under¬ 
cuts the German opposition which has domi¬ 
nated this sector of the market by some margin. 

It’s both cheaper and more powerful than 
BMW’s F800 GS, for example. 


Few adventure bikes ever venture seriously 
off road, but if that’s your bag there’s the Tiger 
XC version at £8,699 which comes with even 
longer travel suspension and larger (21 inch) 
front wheel. 

Or if you have more money to spend there’s 
a Tiger derivative powered by the company’s 
Speed Triple 1,050cc engine, Then there’s Tri¬ 
umph’s flagship adventure range, the Explorer, 
with a 1,215cc, 135bhp motor. 

The Tiger represents good value for money 
and if it doesn’t match the power and perform¬ 
ance of the one-litre sportsbike, in the real world 
it’s more practical and useable. It’s hardly sur¬ 
prising that this sector of the market is the one 
which continues to grow. 

And as the trip home from Hinckley proves, 
you don’t need to be rocket-powered to be 
much, much quicker than the unfortunate four 
wheelers.

THE New Saints marched out of 
Europe with heads held high after 
their latest adventure on the big 
stage came to an early end despite 
a stubborn showing at Legia’s 
Pepsi Arena.
